A Head for a Drunk. 


The affair at the little town ot Kiogs- 


»Um tthmt fifteen Tml&a f»om Veonn, in 
wliich Jobrj 1'. Mori la killed his son-iolaw 
and in the investigation of which the oar- 
oner's jary reported that they considered 
the killing justifiable, is one of the oases 
where a plain violation of law was justi 
Bed by a sworn jury after taking evidence 
and also by the community in which the 
killing was done. 


One Thomas Murphy had married the 


daughter ot John F. Morris, Morris is a 
Kootl citizen, industrious and honest HOC 
an elder in the Christian church. Attar 
his week's labor he spent many Sabbaths 
preaching to the people ot hie little vil 
luge. Murphy was in the habit ot getting 
drunk, and when in that condition often 
beat his wife unmercifully. Unable to 
endure it longer, the wife went home to 
Iw parents, John P. and Mrs. MOIIIP 
List Sunday Mr. Morris occupied the 
pulpit of the M. K church in the absence 
ot the regular pastor. While he was 
conducting services, Mnrpby, drunk, went 
to the Morris home, and instead of open 
Ing the door kicked it in. No one was at 
home except Mrs. Morris and Mrs. Mnr 
phy, and Murphy proceeded to beat Mrs 
Morris; he struck her in the face repeat 
edly and also kicked her, and then went 
away. Some of the neighbors, while the 
brute was abn°mcr Mrs. Morris, ran to 
the church and informed Mr. Morns of 
what was going on at bis house. He 
hurriedly left the church and on his way 
to tho house met bis wife, who was bleed- 
ing from several outs in the face. When 
sho met ber husband ehe said: "Look at 
my face; it is ruined." Mr. Morris re- 
plied. "Nevermind; it will come out all 
right." 
Kaachiog home and having 


heard the story of the brutal attack, he 
deliberately and without any manifesta- 
tion ot excitement loaded his double-bar- 
relled gun with B B shot and placed it in 
the corner, quietly awaiting results. Soon 
Murphy returned and as he entered the 
door Morris shot him dead, almost blow- 
ing his entire head off. 


Murphy was drunk. If there are men 


in any class that are justifiable in getting 
drunk Murphy was not one of them. He 
was abrnte by nature, and when he was 
drunk he acted natural. 
Drunkenness 


wes no justification ot bis brutality and 
is no justification under the law fer crime 
committed by any one. If such men 
must get drunk they have no right to dis- 
turb the peace ot any other person much 
less of a community by appearing pub- 
licly in an intoxicated condition, and yet 
thip is tolerated in almost every commu- 
nity, to the great annoyance and danger 
of the community and often of human 
lite. In consideration of the rights of 
other people there is no good reason why 
drunken men should not be promptly re- 
moved from the streets the moment they 
attempt to exercise tho freedom of sober 
men. 


Law abiding people, are frequently 


hindered or insulted by men who are ir.- 
toxioated and who are naturally depraved 
and too often, as in the case of Murphy, 
weaker persons are injured by them. In 
the cases of snob men, when the law, or 
those whose duty it is to execute it, fail 
to protect the weak trom the brutality ot 
inch men it is little wonder that occa- 
sionally a bonble-barr»llad shot-gun or 
•omt other weapon is nsed to wipe them 
off the face of the earth. 


In Spite of LAW. 


There is no doubt that the intention 


ot the Dem morals in control ot the New 
York General Assembly ia to take a cen- 
sus of the state and redistrio it. That 
they expect to do this in direct violation 
of the a clear provision of thu constitu- 
tion mnst follow. The provision of the 
New York constitution touching this 
matter is as follows: 


An enumeration of the inhabitants of 


the state shall be taken under the direc- 
tion of the Legislature, in the year 1855 
and at the end of every ten years t tore- 
alter, and the said (legislative) districts 
shall be so altered by the Legislature, at 
the first session after every enumeration, 
that each Senate district shall contain, 
as nearly as may be an equal number of 
inhabitants, excluding aliens and persons 
of color not taxed. 


This 'language is clearly mandatory 


and admits ot bnt one construction. It 
provides for an enumeration and redis- 
rioting of the state as to senatorial dia 
.riots only in 1855 and every tenth year 
.hereafter and yet in spite of this plain 
etterof the organio law of the state 
Gov. Flower had the audacity to say in 
lis message to the General Assembly 
that "it is preposterous to eay that enu- 
merations can not be taken in other years 
than those named in the constitution." 


This scheme to pervert the canstitu. 


tion will be attempted by the present 
General Assembly regardless of the fact 
thai snob an 
attempt 
involves the 


throttling of the law and invites those 
who core little for law at the best to lose 
what little respect they have for it. 


Old War Claims. 


Over 800 bib's have already been intro- 


duced in the honee by southern Demo- 
cratic congressmen providing for the 
payment ot war claims. These claims 
are for fences and other property de- 
stroyed by the Union armies during the 
war. This indicates that these people 
are not inclined to follow the plan of Mr 
Holman and others to make small appro 
pnations for all purposes that the appro- 
priations of this congress may be, con 
trasted for campaign purposes with the 
appropriations of the former ao-oallec 
billion-dollar congress, 


On the contrary, it indicates a disposi 


tion to raid the treasury with trumped 
np claims which if legitimate would have 
been presented long ago.

place as now alleged.

A Family Tree.

In one little village many of tho or- 


chaids have tiees of this description, and 
tho older inhabitants can refresh their 
memories as to the number of children 
in the families which have occupied 
farms at different times, provided the 
period of occupancy was long enough to 
make the setting-np of a "family tree" 
worth while. 


On one farm there is a large old tree 


which bears seven different varieties of 
apples: Baldwins, Jeremiahs, summer 
sweetings, winter pippins, Astrakhans, 
russets and gillyflowers. Tho grafts on 
this tree were made, not one at the 
birth of each child of the household, as 
was sometimes the custom, but when 
each boy or girl grew old enough to 
choose his or her special favorite among 
apples. 


The tree is now more than sixty years 


old, and its present owner shows it with 
Kreat pride, and gives samples of its 
fruit to the children of the neighbor- 
hood with a free hand.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

Liabilities of $12C,OOO. 


A tremendous sensation was created at 


Jacksonville yesterday by news of the 
failnro of Keener & Pike, of Meredosio 
grain dealers. 
The house is one of the 


oldest in the state, being formed years 
ngo by Thomas uud 1'Yilz Keener. 
The 


former is dead, bat the latter is now 
citizen ot Denver, and wae reputed to be 
worth several millions when he left thii 
state. 


He turned the business over to his son 


Charles C., and John L. Pike, who have 
silica conducted it. 
They have branch 


warehouses in Perry Springs, Naples 
Chnmbersburg and Versailles, and have 
been the heaviest shippers along the 
Illinois river, 
The failure is said to b< 


principally due to the manner in which 
the business has been conducted, anc 
the extravagance ot young Keener. A 
few years since the firm embarked in tht 
steamboat buisness, purchasing the Cal 
honu and John L. Pike, whioh plied be 
tween St. Louis and Peorm, and lost the 
owners large sums of money. Young 
Keener had lived like a lord, one item o 
his furnishings being a 810,000 eleam 
pleasure yaoht. It has been said thai 
his father helped him largely until h< 
became tired of it, though the old gentle 
man is listed among the creditors to the 
snm of $33,200. John L. Pike has been 
very oitravagnnt also.
